Negro, Arrested for Rob- 
bing Street Car, Found 
in Possession of Money 
Stamp. 


A complete coin counterfeiting ap- 
paratus, including a fair quantity of 
the finished products, was found Sun- 
day night in the home of Charles 
Booker, 32, negro chauffeur, in the 
rear of the residence of Dr. George 
Brown, Fulton county representative 
in the legislature, 89 Fourteenth 
street, N. K., after Booker had been 
arrested and confessed to robbing a 
man of $17. 

Booker is said to have told police 
he had “experimented” with the coun- 
terfeiting outfit in the laboratory of 
Dr. Brown, by whom he had been em- 
ployed off and on for 15 years as 
chauffeur and janitor, off in 1918 
while he served a term on the chain 
gang for highway robbery. 

The search of his home was made 
by DPlainclothes Patrolmen Simmons,

Washington, August 11.—(#)—A | 
picture of the entire prohibition pe- | 
riod, depicting mounting liquor seiz- | 
ures and increases in drunkenness, | 
alcoholic insanity and deaths from | 
alcoholism, is drawn in a pamphlet 
made public today by the Association | 
Against the Prohibition Amendment. | 

The association contends that its | 
charts and tables of “indexes of in- 
temperance accepted by both wet and 
dry partisans as valid’ show a “mark- 
ed drop during the war years which 
continued during the first year of pro- 
hibition.”” This drop, it adds, was 
followed by a “sharp rise from 1921 
to 1924” and a rise since is described 
as “not so marked, but there is as | 
yet no indication of a decline.” 

The illicit liquor industry has stead- 
ily increased, the pamphlet declares, 
“in spite of increased appropriations 
for enforcemext, in spite of enforce- 
ment acts in 44 states, and in spite 
of the growing wody of federal court 
decisions favorabis to extreme enforce- 
ment measures.” 

Big Increase Shown. 
“Fea 1920 only 15,416 pieces of dis- 


tilling apparatus were seized,” it con- 
tinues, “while in 1928, 261.611 pieces 
were seized. In 1920 oniy 153,735 
gallons of liquor of all kinds were 
seized; in 1928, 32,474,234 gallons 
were seized.” 

The first year of activity of the 
United States coast guard in prohibi- 
tien enforcement—1924—saw the peak | 
in illicit spirits seized, it is pointed | 
out, with an increase of more than | 
300 per cent over seizures for the 
previous year. 

Records cited show seizures of ma- | 
terials from which w hisky and ale ohol | 
are distilled made a “steady increase,’ | 
26,594,535 gallons of mash being 
taken in 1928 compared with 8,356,695 
gallons in 1925. Malt liquor seizures 
reached their top in. 1926. 

“The figures given here do not in- 
clude seizures by state officials,’ the 
pamphlet continues, “for state reports 
of seizures are not available.”

“Someone else | 
must head the new legality which will 
be created before the dictatorship 
ends.” 

General Primo De Rivera who en- 
gineered the coup d'etat of September 
13, 1923. and has firmly held on 
against all opposition ever since, said 
he has carefully studied the projected 
new constitution and will ae 
views with his cabinet. He expects 
great results to be obtained from dis- 
cussions in the national assembly 
which will complete its examination 
of the proposed fundamental] laws by 
next July and within two or three 
montis thereafter be permanently dis- 
banded. 

The new constitution and laws will 
be submitted to a plebiscite either in 
October or November of 1930. the pre- 
mier said, and the new laws will be 
put into operation before the end of 
that year. he new cortes (congress) 
will be convened at the beginning of 
1931, according to stipulations in the 
new constitution which call for mu- 
nicipal elections to be beld throughout 
the country in January, 1931;

T AILLESS PLANE 
CLAIMED SAFEST 
BY ITS BUILDER 


London, August 11. — (United 
News.)—Commercial production of 


the Soldenhoff LF-5, a German ver- 
sion of the tailless type of airplane, 
with engine at the rear, is said to be 
a new forward step toward safety in 
flying. 

Designers claim that it is impossi- 
ble to stall the new machine or fall 
in a spin, two inherent features of the 
usual type of airplane and the direct 
cause of innumerable accidents. 

Equipped with a 30-horsepower mo- 
tor, the top speed of the Soldenhoff 
L}I-5 is 70 miles an hour. In even a 
moderate breeze this would make a 
landing possible with no forward 
speed. 

The pilot and passenger sit tandem 
fashion in the nose of the machine, 
and in front of the motor. This elim- 
inates much of the heat of the motor. 
oil and water spray, and diminishes 
the noise of the exhaust.

ATLANTA ALWAYS ADVANCES. 

The postal reports for July from 
$0 leading cities of the nation show 
Atlanta rating twenty-first in vol- 
ume of receipts and twenty-fifth in

if carried into effect, will cause an 
increase in the officer personnel of 
the Georgia National Guard, a sub 
stantial increase in the enlisted per-

Alston’s Statement. 

“The announcement published this 
morning that plans for a reorganiza- 
tion of the Georgia National Guard 
were under way and that the 122d 
regiment of infantry, Atlanta’s own 
regiment, might be converted into 
coast artillery was not only a sur- 
prise but a distinct shock to Atlan- 
tans who have for many years been 
extremely proud of that organization,”

“Atlanta’s pride in her own regi- 
ment is not a matter of tradition 
alone, though the record of the ‘Old 
Fifth’, more recently the 122d, has 
for many years been a source of pride 
to Atlantans and Georgians.

Major Burns’ Statement.

.teIntosh Burns, a major in the guard 
medical corps and an officer who has 
beeh attached to the regiment for many 
years, his service including tours of 
duty with the old Fifth regiment,

“This regiment is the successor of 
the old Fifth Georgia infantry, which 
was formerly an Atlanta regiment. 
The Fifth Georgia infantry served on 
the Mexican border in 1916-17, and 


returned home to be drafted in its en- 


tirety into the army of the United 
States, August 5, 1917, after which 
date it was known as the 122d infan- 
try. The old 122d infantry was part 
of the 6lst infantry brigade, 3S)st 
(‘Dixie’) division, and upon arrival in 


France, in October, 1918, was disband-

ed at Le Mans, France, its officers and 
men being made replacements and 
easuals, and the 122d infantry no 
longer existed except for a ‘eadre’ or 
small group of officers and men who 
were returned to the United States in 
December, 1918, for the purpose of 
transfering all funds and records of 
the regiment to the war department, 
after which these officers and men 
were discharged from the service, the 
war having ended. 


“After the war was ended and the 
army disbanded the state of Georgia 

und itself in need of its organized 
militia, known officially as National 
Ciuard of Georgia. Companies were 
organized and battalions formed, At- 
lanta having as her quota a battalion 
of infantry, a part of a _ regiment 
which had headquarters located in 
Macon. For several years there was 
only this battalion of four companies 
of infantry located in Atlanta. ‘Lhe 
officers of these companies were for- 
mer officers of the old Fifth Georgia 
infantry, and, feeling that this city 
should return to her old quota of a 
regiment of infantry, these officers as- 
sisted and supported the adjutant gen- 
eral of Georgia in securing the assign- 
ment of another regiment of infantry 
for the national guard quota of 
Georgia. 

“The plan for national defense hav- 
ing been previously drawn by the war 
department, and the original allotment 
of national guard units to the various 
states having been made in accordance 
with this plan, the new infantry regi- 
ment alloted to Georgia was without 
assignment in this plan, there being 
no place for it in the already com- 
pleted structure of national defense. 
This regiment has therefore always 
heen, since its organization, surplus 
troops. It is interesting to know that 
this regiment was originally intended 
for labor troops, or what is known as 
pioneer infantry, and was originally 
designated as the 200th infantry. 
However, when organization was com- 
pleted, strong representations to the 
war department succeeded in obtain- 
ing permission to redesignate this regi- 
ment as the 122d infantry, Georgia 
National Guard. 


“The general staff of the United 
States army at Washington is keenly 
aware of the positicn of the 122d in- 
fantry in its position as unassigned 
troops, and there being no logical as- 
signment for these troops it is felt 
that when the president begins to re- 
duce the army maintenance appropria- 
tions he will order the disbandment of 
this organization. slowever. should 
this regiment be reorganized into a 
regiment of some of ter branch of the 
service, viz. coast artillery, there will 
be no chance of disbandment, for such 
a regiment is acutely desired by the 
war department, since our southeast- 
ern ports are at present entirely with- 
out defense, and the war department 
feels that Atlanta is the desired site 
for such a regiment. 

“In a case of this kind, sentiment 
s.. uld not prevail against a move for 
the national safety anc state safety. 
The war department is especially 
anxious for the organization of this 

t of coast artillery, and stands 
ready to equip it completely, and with 
new equipment. It would-increase At- 
lanta’s military quota; increase the 
military pay roll in this city ; increase 
the federal expenditures here also. 
since the type of equipment requires

be armed with pistols and machine 
guns, as well as gas bombs, etc. It 
would materially increase Atlanta's 
and Georgia’s prestige among national 
defense circles, and place us among 
the leading cities and states of the 
nation in such matters. The change 
would affect no worthy or deserving 
officer or enlisted man, but would in- 
crease the number of both in the city 
and state. 


“Ample precedent tot making such a 
change has been set previously. The 
old First Georgia infantry, cne of the 
oldest regiments of the state prior to 
the World War, and which served on 
the Mexican border side by side with 
the old Fifth Georgia infantry (At- 
lanta’s Own), was converted into the 
118th field artillery regiment in 1917, 
and has served as such ever since. It 
is a regiment loeated in Savannah, 
Ga., and contains among its batteries 
some of the oldest military organiza- 
tions in Georgia, some of which were 
infantry companies before the Ameri- 
can Revolution. It is proud of its 
existence as an artillery regiment, and 
is maintaining a splendid record as a 
national guard outfit. Thus it is seen 
that the changing of the branch of the 
service will not react unfavorably, nor 
be without precedent in this state. 


“It is unfortunate that information 
as to the plans of the war department 
to render the National Guard of Geor- 
gia, and the state of Georgia, and the 
city of Atlanta were prematurely 
made publie through a leak somewhere 
in the-officia!l chain. Due and correct 
and understandable publicity would 
have been given as soon as the plan 
had been fully worked out, which 
would have placed complete informa- 
tion in the hands of the press, and 
through the press the public. There 
would have been no misunderstanding 
on the part of a few officers who have 
expressed themselves as being unfavor- 
able toward a plan the details of 
which they are uninformed. As soon 
as the real facts of the plan are re- 
vealed there is no doubt but that the 
euard as a whole will rejoice at the 
change.”

both with respect to seizures of liquor 
and distilling apparatus,’ it is as- 
serted. “Some of the northern and 
eastern states rank fairly high with 
respect to liquor seized, but low with 
respect to illicit stills. In other 
words, the states of the Atlantic coast, 
particularly those which have large 
centers of population, and the state 
of Michigan, which imports large 
quantities of liquor from Ontario, 
seem to be fairly well supplied with 
illicit liquor, while on the other hand, 
the southern states and some western 
states, i. e., Nevada and Wyoming, 
appear to be the favored spots for the 
illicit manufacture of liquor.” 


The death rate for the entire coun- 
try attributable to alcoholism is de- 
clared to be “almost up to tHe pre- 
war level.” with “a steady rise” noted 
since 1920, 

Charting the alcoholic death rate, 
the association finds a sharp drop be- 
fore prohibition as reported by the 
United States census bureau, a de- 
crease which — through the 
first year of prohibition. 

“The sharp drop in 1918 and 1919 
is attributable to war-time conditions,” 
the association asserts and points out 
that “nearly 4,000,000 men were with- 
drawn from civil life to enter mili- 
tary service.’ It is noted a similar 
decline in European countries. A de- 
erease for 1920 is attributed to na- 
tional prohibition. 

Alcoholic Death Rate.

Dry and Wet State Comparisons. 


The alcoholic death rate as com- 
pared in seventeen “dry” states and 
seventeen “wet” states shows: “Dry”: 
1920, 1.04; 1927, 2.52, an increase of 
142 per cent; “wet”: 1920, 1.0; 1927, 
5.0,.an increase rato er cenf. (Fig- 
ures on a basis of 00,000 population). 

_ Using the only two states—New 
York and Massachusetts—having “‘fig- 
ures which go back far enough to be 
significant,” the association points out 
that the number of commitments for 
alcoholic insanity in New York 
reached its peak in 1927 when the 
rate was 4.8 per 100,000 population. 

“A steady downward trend from 
1910 to 1920,” is noted. The same 
figures for 1914 and 1927 are cited 
with a “slight falling off” noted in 
1928. 

The prohibition ‘period peak for 
Massachusetts of 5.7 per 100,000 popu- 
lation is shown to have been 
1924, from a low point, of 2.6 in 1920. 
The high peak since tabulation for 
that state is shown for 1917 with 13.5, 
while the 1928 figure is placed at 4.9. 


No Official Tabulation. 


Gross figures for arrests for drunk- 
enness are characterized as difficult of 
compilation as’ there is “no official 
tabulation of arrests for drunkenness 
for the entire country.” ; 


_Charting those available, the asso- 
ciation states they “give the impres- 
sion that arrests for drunkenness 
now exceed the level of 1914.” 

“This, however,” it continues, “is 
misleading because no allowance is 
made for the increase in the popula- 
tion, roughly 30 per cent.” 

The association graph for 38 large 
cities trom 1914 to 1927 shows a 
curve “which has the same character- 
istics as the eurves for deaths from 
alcoholism and: alcohol insanity.” 

Contrasting its findings with figures 
from other countries, the association 
says “the per capita consumption of 
spirits in Great Britain has been re- 
duced 61 per cent from 1913 to 192k, 
with the heer consumption for the 
same period cited as decreasing 31 per 
eent. Inereased liquor taxes and re- 
stricted hours of sale are given as 
chiefly responsible. 

“The significant point,” the associ- 
ation concludes, “is that the reduction 
in consumption is accompanied by a 
similar reduction in deaths from alco- 
holism and arrests for drunkenness. 
The rise in alcoholic deaths and ar- 
rests for drunkenness in the United 
States is therefore irrefutable evidence 
of a steady rise in liquor consump- 
tion.” 


CHURCH OFFICIALS

New York. Angust 11.—The Chris- 
tian Herald in its current issue says

Britain. 

The information, the magazine says,

“In addition to these denomina- 
tional leaders.” said Stanley High, edi- 
tor of the Christian Herald, “the 
referendum includes the support of 
offiicals of the Federal Council of the 
Churches of Christ in America and 
the president of the national commis- 
sion of Protestant church women.”

OREGON'S PROHIBITION 
LAW HELD INVALID 


No Maximum Penalty for 
First Offense Written 
in Statute. 


Portland, Ore., August 11.—(/)— 
Circuit Judge T. E. J. Duffy's deci- 
sion holding Oregon's new prohibition 
law unconstitutional ‘because’ the 
1929 statute of the legislature, through 
error, has legislated the penalty out 
of prohibition and fixed no maximum 
penalty for first offenders” brought 
forth expressions of condemnation of 
the legislature in Oregon newspapers 
today. 

The law was designed to put more 
teeth in the state prohibition law and

They are 
without precedent in this or any oth- 
er country. Principally they are due 
to the American exaltation of the 
economic ideal and the ambition to at- 
tain it which pervades 120,000,000 
people who speak a common language, 
and most of whom can read and write. 

It is true that China, East India 
and Russia are more populous tion 
the United States, but their inhabi- 
tants are for the most part illiterate.

word, 

In America we have reached a point 
at which the most isolated farmer on 
the western prairies‘is able to get 
the news of the world from hour <>» 
hour over his radio, and acquire a

eating life of the nation. 

This consciousness is largely re- 
“ponsible for the ‘present ascendancy 
of the psychological factor in busi- 
ness. If the enthusiasm that it has 
created does not seriously disturb the 
relation between supply and demand 
there is no reason why our prosperity 
should not continue indefinitely. But 
“indefinite” and “perfect” describe the 
unattainable, and last week's develop- 
ments indicated that we may perhaps 
be approaching a period when the de- 
mand for money will be so much in 
excess of the supply tha. business 
will he compelled to slow down 
least until our maturing crops are 
harvested and converted into money. 

Cheap Money Gone.

$926,000.000, using only round figures, 
against $624,000,000 for June of this 
year and $314,000,000 for July of 
1928. 

Of the total for July only $59,383,- 
000 was for foreign corporations, leav- 
ing &867,000,000 for domestic com- 
panies, 

The total new financing for July of 
$926,000,000 includid only $55,000,000 
for refunding, the balance being new 
capital.

Zurich, August 11.—(Jewish Tele- 
graphic Agency.)—The 16th Zionist 
biennial congress, which was in ses- 
sion for two weeks, with 322 dele- 
gates from all parts of the world, 
adjourned this morning following a 
night meeting of 12 hours. 

A coalition executive committee, in- 
cluding two laborite and two ortho- 
dox Mizrachi members, headed by Dr. 
Chaim Weizmann, was elected in the 
last hour. 

Resolutions of protest against anti- 
Jewish persecutions in soviet Russia 
and in Vemen, central Arabia, were 
adopted at the final session. 

The British admimistration of Pal- 
estine, under the mandate of the 
League of Nations, was charged with 
continuing its “passive attitude” to- 
ward the needs and the developments 
of the Jewish national home in an- 
other resolution unanimously adopted. 

The resolution stated that the Pal- 
estine government has fulfilled few of 
the demands made by the 15th Zionist 
congress which met two years ago in 
Basle. The resolution expresses the
